under the provisions of the treaty of 
Paris. 


Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio, Mr. Hepburn 


of Iowa and Mr. W. A. Smith of Mich- 
igan, although they did not enter into 
any lengthy discussion, took issue with 
Mr. Cannon, but he maintained that 
our revenues might be sufficient to 
meet our expenditures for the next two 
years if no new lines of expenditure 
were entered upon. But he indicated 
that it would be a close margin and 
that new expenditures might mean a 
bond issue. Mr. Cannon's speech was 
In every way a notable one and doubt- 
less will furnish the text for a good 
deal of discussion during the remain- 
der of the session.

The metropolitan 
dailies, that paid tbe enhanced prices 
during the war, without question, 
aow that their circulations are drop- 
ping to the low-water mark, begin 
in realize that their business will not 
permit them to pay increased prices 
lor paper. So, regardless of what 
their general views on the tariff may 
have been heretofore, they have all 
united for self-preservation and made 
1 demand for tbe repeal of tbe duty 
oa the pulp from 
which paper is 


manufactured. 
In time, they will be 


joined by quite all the lesser journals, 
and no commission, nor congress, will 
dare answer them nay. With the 
jariff oil of pulp it will be simply a 
matter of impossibility for tiie paper 
trust to maintain exhorbitant prices. 
Without these, it will very soon fall 
jo pieces.

General Calixto Garcia, steamed slowly 
into Havana harbor at 1 p. m., the

Bright and Hopeful Himself, He Sees 


and Writes of the Good and Beau- 


tiful—An Interesting Letter.

The following letter was written 


Pursell, who is now in 
the 


postal service down in Cuba. .The 
letter is a clever one and will be 
found to be of great interest: 


Military Station, No. 26. 


Buena Vista, Cuba, Jan. 16, 1899 
I bave personal charge of the mail 


service for Genearl'Lee's army and 
am attached to the General's head- 
quarters. My headquarters are in 
a large tent, or rather two big tents 
joined- I have a corps of clerks 


ffhicb is being added to almost daily 
to meet the volume [of business, 
which seems to increase daily. I have 
a postmaster with each regiment and 
detachment, who collect the mail, see 
that It is properly endorsed with the 
name of the soldier and one of the 
officers of the regiment, or company. 
Ttiis mail is brought to my head- 
quarters, where it is taken in charge 
by my clerks, who sort it, and then 
It is dispacthed to Havana, and from 
there it is sent by ship, of course, to 
the states. The mail for the army i 
marie up on the incoming snips and 
at Havana and sent to me.. After 
examination it is sent in pouches to 
the different | regiments and detach- 
ments by messengers. You can form 
some idea of the volume of business 
at my headquarters when I tell you 
that from Thursday afternoon, when 
I opened up for business, to Saturday 
nigbt, when I closed for the week, 
two days and a half, the receipts 
were over $5,000. 
You wiil under- 


stand, therefore, that there is very 
little idleness liere. 


The awful stories we heard about 


this climate at home are wholly false. 
It is, to the contrary, perfectly de 
lightful. This is Monday morning 
and the hour is eleven. This is'the 
warmest portion of the day, from 
now until two o'clock p. m. 
I am in 


my shirt sleeves and am as comfort- 
able as on a June morning in Ohio. 
My quarters overlook the 
Gulf of 


Mexico, and there is a constant sea 
breeze blowing. I have not been sick 
a minute since I have been here *a 
I never felt better in my life. lam 
located seven miles from Havana, and 
in the healthiest portion of the whole 
island. The water of Cuba, of which 
we heard so much against, is pure 
and healthful. 
When I came down 


here tilled with fear and prejudice, 
made arrangements tc bave my drink- 
ing water boiled. I was laughed at 
and a Cuban gentbman with whom 
I was talking stated that the water 
was not only pure, but tbat it con- 
tained properties which correct every 
kidney ailment. He said that any- 
one who would take care of his liver 
with some mild laxative would live 
for a hundred years. I have no fear 
whatever of the yellow fever. It is 
confined to the 
filthy portions of 


Havana and I am told never gets out 
here. There is one case of small-pox 
Just outside our lines,'but it has been 
'"lated and no one seems to be wor- 
ried about it. The Cuban army, un- 
der Gomez, is encamped about six 
miles fromjiere.

Shoes worth $2 and $3 in 


Ohio bring 86 and $7 here. 
No kind 


of a decent meal can be bought for 
less than 81. Everything else is in 
proportion, 
except 
native fruits. 


They can be bonght for a song, anc 
such fruit as I never saw before. 
The oranges are large, juicy and 
sweet. 
One can buy a hat full of 


them for ten cents. 
Bananas are 


abundant and'cost next tc nothing. 
The plantation on which I am located 
is covered >with banana trees, or 
rather plants. Bunches hang within 
reach of where I am writing, on 
plants wich almost surround my 
quarters. Palm trees grow every- 
where , and flowers bloom one every 
hand. 


Near my quarters is an old Spanish 


fort with a moat and a trocha around 
it. 
The trocha is made of the same 


Kind of barbed wire we have in Ohio 
which is. used for 
fencing. 
The 


trocha is, perhaps, four feet wide anc 
looks like it would be a very diffi- 
cult thing to get through, though our 
troops went through them with ease 
by the aid of nippers. 


It is difficult for me to stop writing 


when I start on the subject of Cuba 
It is so perfectly lovely and strange 
and interesting that I could write 
volumes on the subject.

The execution of John Brown 
was the best thing that ever hap- 
pened for us. 
Down at Charleston 


the South insulted the flag and we 
defended it. 
We have always been 


loyal. That's' our principle. Fifty 
years hence you will find Negro ad- 
mirals; you will flnd him combmand- 
ing the commerce of'the world and 
standing in many high places. The 
Negro is destined to play an import- 
ant part in the world's history. All 
honor to the Negro, who thirty years 
ago was unable to read! Today he 
has advanced, and now holds an hoa 
arable position along, and side by 
side with the white man.." 


Dr. Enoch Hubert paid a glowing 


tribute to the worth of the late 
5'rederick Douglass who,he said, was 
a good example for any young* man 
to follow. 
He was a defender of wo- 


men as well as of everytihng that was 
noble. Born as he was, amid the 
hills and dales of old Maryland, and 
his youthful education were lessons 
af slave life, wbat an iopsiring exam- 
ple of possibilities he presents. From 
a slave Fredrick Douglass rose to be 
a statesman. Douglass often quoted, 
il be did not originate the expres- 
sion, "One^with God is always !i 
majority." 
The word is better for 


Douglass having lived. Here is a 
character more enduring tlian marble 
ar granite." 


Alfred Smith was assigned 
the 


toast, 
''Municipal 
Affairs." 
He 


said: "Municipal affairs are these 
pertaining to a city, and in order 
ihiit we have a system about our city 
government it becomes necessary to 
chose our ollicials from our best quali- 
fied and trustworthy citi/.ens, select- 
ing them by the majority of votes 
!rom the various electors throughout 
the city, white and black, each en- 
titled to their quota of recognition, 
according to their strength.

this time of getting together, stand- 
ing shoulder to shoulder, us it were, 
for their just and proper recognition. 
We will accomplish nothing unless 
we stand as a unit, true to our God 
and loyal to our. self. We cannot hope 
for anything in the future without 
coming forth with a solid organiza- 
tion. I appeal to the Negro in local 
politics to be awake to his duty and 
to MR obligations." 


James Melvin was assigned the 


toast, "Booker 
T. 
Washington." 


He paid this tribute to his race and 
subject: "Springing from the dark- 
est depths of slavery and ignorance 
to the heighths of manhood and 
power, almost at one bound, 
the 


Negro furnishes an unparalleled ex- 
ample of possibility, and this leap 
from bondage to honorable freedom 
merits more than a high place in his- 
tory. 
We.are on the same train with 


all nations, and we have just, man- 
aged to catch the rear coach. 
When 


we read of the works of such men as 
Booker T. Washington and scores of 
other Negroes, we find we are not far 
from being in the dark age of ignor- 
ance. No name stands more conspic- 
uous in the history of the race than 
Booker T. Washington, the great 
educator and work on the Negro prob- 
lem. 


Go to work, 'council with your 


neighbor, confide in him and keep 
the highest thoughts of the race ever 
in mind, for the time'is ^at no great 
distance wuen^the Negro will be able 
to measure arms with the white man 
in every clime, in every test and re- 
source, in business, In art, in battle, 
in'this.world, and from apparent con- 
ditions, boat him to the next."

And Were Rescued With Difficulty 


—A Volunteer Then Fights the

Lou Lutz, who is spending the win- 


ter at El Paso,' Texas, for his health, 
writes Tne Times ac inteTesting let- 
terand says among other things: 


"We had a very strong sandstorm 


today. 
We don't go out on days of 


this kind. 
Oscar Finney and I are 


gcing out to a ranch tomorrow for a 
few weeks. Frank Wirt may go with 
•DS. Everything here is very strange. 
We went to the old church in Juarez 
yesterday. It was built in 1537, out 
of mud, by the parish. It is very 
.queer. The inside is of carved logs, 
the outside big cakes of mud about 
the size of a cake of ice. Most Mexi- 
cans live in" these kind of houses. The 
ranchers have that kind of house, 
only one stJry, with boards and mud 
on top of them for a roof, and as it 
very seldom rains here very little, 
"lumber is used. Many houses have 
no ftoors in them. 


I was over in old Mexico and saw 


a bull fight and the Herald here gives 
such a good account of the affair that 
I enclose you a clipping, giving the 
full account, as taken from that 
paper. It will, I am sure, make in- 
teresting reading, especially to the 
many persons who never saw such a 
sight.

The Herald says: "There was an 


exciting episode enacted for a few 
moments yesterday in ithe bull.:.ring 
at Juarez. As the third bull, a vicious

tussle would be. indulged in before

- York's New Steel Plant. 


The new plant of the Burgess Steel 


and Iron works, of Portsmouth, O., 
now under construction, besides being 
thoroughly modern, will be much 
more extensive than the one' de- 
stroyed by fire last year. 
A new 


site was chosen about three miles 
from the city, where plenty of room 
could be had, and the new steel works 
settlement will be known as York- 
town, taking the name of the presi- 
dent of the Burgess company, Mr.

inal plans, the company now an- 
nounces that it will build a 300-ton 
blast furnace, and will thus be inde- 
pendeut of the market for its pig iron 
supply.

June 7th, 1898. 
Work on the new, 


plant was begun about the middle of 
August.

the president. A decision was render- 
ed by. the attorney general to the ef- 
fect that as soon as the ratifications 
of the peace treaty are exchanged the 
•volunteer soldiers can no longer he re- 
tained in service. This is so true, the 
attorney general holds, of the addi- 
tional regulars who were enlisted for 
the war with Spain. 
Consequently 


without the desired legislation the 
president will find himself with an 
army reduced from 65,000 to 25,000 
men."

Washington, Feb. 10.—After handing 


the president their report, the war in- 
vestigating commission was dissolved. 


All of the members of the cAnmis- 


sion, 
including 
the secretary, Mr. 


Weightman, and the recorder, Colonel 
Davis, met by appointment 
at the 


White House at 4:15 p. m. and were 
at once shown into the cabinet room, 
where they were received by the pres- 
ident. General Dodge, the chairman of 
the commission, presented the report. 


The conference lasted about an hour 


and a half, and as the commissioners 
were about to leave, the president 
stated that he was satisfied that each 
member had done his whole duty. He, 
himself, had rendered them every as- 
sistance possible, and said that they 
would bear witness that he had not 
sought to influence them in any man- 
ner or in the slightest degree. 


.In speaking of the report, a prom- 


inent member of the commission said: 
"The report does -not whitewash. 
It 


criticises, but not persons or things 
not warranted by the evidence before 
us. We started out with the assump- 
tion that the conduct of the war was 
all right, and then we went ahead to 
hear and call witnesses who said it 
was not. 
The report represents the 


Kbnest opinion of very member of the 
commission. 
We were unanimous in 


adopting it. 


"We have questioned more than 500 


witnesses, and the majority of them 
had some complaint that they wanted 
to relate. 
In no instance can it he 


proved that we have omitted to call 
any witness who has been brought to 
our attention 
as 
having important 


facts to disclose. But had we desired 
to 'whitewash' the administration we 
could have had 5,000 witnesses who 
could truthfully testify that the con- 
duct of the war was all right.
